Perry Bartholow was born at Glasgow, 
Mo., Sept. 1, 1854, He was the son of Gen. 
Thomas J. Bartholow, who afterward be- 
came prominent in St. Louis as the founder 
of the Bartholow-Lewis Banking Co. This 
company’s bank later became the Laclede 
Bank, now known as the Merchants-La- 
clede Bank. 

When a bey Mr. Bartholow~ attended 
school at Washington, and later spent sev- 
eral years at a university in Germany. He 
returned to the United States in 1873 and 
entered his father’s bank, remaining with 
that institution several years. He was 
cashier and secretary of the St. Louis Gas 
Light Co., while that company was in the 
hands of a receiver, for ua period of about 
three years. Leaving St. Louis, Mr. Bar- 
tholow became a superintendent of a 
sheep ranch in Texas. Later he spent two 
years in mining in Mexico. 

President Cleveland appointed the young 
St. Louisan consul at eintz, Germany, 
during his second term. When his service 
at that post was ended Mr. Bartholow 
returned to his home city. He was amon 
the first St. Louisans to become intoremtell 
in the World's Fair project. He has been 
identified with it from the time of its in- 
ception. ; 

n 1878 Perry Bartholow married Ella

Treaties Covering 


Bribery Were Made With France or England 
They Would Be Retroactive. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—At the confer- 
ence between Circuit Attorney Folk and 
officials of the state department this morn- 
ing the point was brought out that recent 
supplemental extradition treaties with 
France and England are retroactive, and 
that supplemental treaties covering bribery, 
if similarly made, would likewise be retro- 
active. 

This being the case, the proposed treaties 
covering bribery, which are the subjects 
of Mr. Folk’s visit to the President, may 
effect the return to St. Louis of Ellis Wain- 
wright, now in France, and D. J. Kelly, 
the legislative agent of the baking powder 
trust, now in Canada, 

The supplemental treatises recently made 
provide that they shall be parts of the 
original treatise, this being interpreted to 
mean that they are effective upon all per- 
sons charged with the crimes mentioned in 
the amendment since the date of the origi- 
nal treaty. State Department officials in- 
sist, however, that the treaty with Mexico 
making bribery extraditable is not retro- 
active because the question was specifically 
brought up with the Mexican government 
when the treaty was made and the govern- 
ment declined a propesition to mesert a 
retroactive clause. 


Folk Pleads for 


Kratz’s Return. 

Mr. Folk arrived in Weshington at 7 
o'clock this morning for a conference with 
President Roosevelt regarding the inser- 
tion of bribery clauses. 

It is the first conference he has had with 
the President on the subjéct, other negotia- 
tions for the return of St. Louis boodlers 
having been with the state department. 

The President is at work on his messages 
to Congress, one for the special session 
and another for the regular s®8sion in De- 
cember. 

In the latter. he is cxpected to make a 
recommendation regarding bribery. 

Mr. Folk’s visit is at the request of the 
President. 

Increased importance is given to the 
proposition by the recent indictments re- 
turned by federal grandjuries in the post- 


Office exposures. As a result of these ine 
dictments and of investigations that are 
being made in other departments the ques- 
tion first brought up when St. Louls bood- 
lers fled the country is given national im- 
portance. 


Kratz’s Return 
Is Again Urged. 


Mr. Folk went to the New Willard imme- 
diately upon arriving in the city, and, 
during the morning, called at the state de- 
partment for a conference with Secretary 
Hay regurding the effect of the extradition 
treaty closed with Mexico in March on the 
return to St. Louls of Charles Kratz. This 
treaty, resulting fromthe 8t. Louis boodle 
exposures, specifically named bribery as 
an extraditable offense. 

Secretary Hay has maintained that the 
treaty is not retroactive, and that there- 
fore Mexico canmot be.called upon to re- 
turn Kratz, who filed before the treaty, in- 
cluding bribery, was made. 

Mr. Folk takes the opposite view, insist- 
ing that all treaties are retroactive unless 
they contain a specific provision to, the 
contrary.

be found. 

The first intimation of the location of the 
girls came in a letter to Patrick Reagan 
from Josephine Dow, which was found by 
the young man’s mother. Mrs. Reagan im- 
imtmediately took the letter to Mrs. Safford, 
mother of Lillian Safford. 

Mrs. Safford has so far refused to show 
this letter to any one, but it is known that 
it contains a request for Reagan to hurry 
to Chicago at once. It is dated in Chicago, 
Sunday, and states tnat Miss Safford is ill. 
It says both girls secured employment, but 
that Miss Safford, after working for three 
days, had to give up her position. 

Reagan was requested to go to Chicago 
at once, or at least to send the girls money, 
The letter asked him to wire an answer; 
saying whether he would come, and sign- 
ing the telegram with the name “Mabel,” 
which is the name given to the heroine of 
the love story written by Miss Dow, the 
manuscript of which was found in her 
effects after her departure. 

When Mrs. Safford secured the letter Mon- 
day evening she immediately . telegraphed 
her daughter at the address given. using 
the name “Mabel.” wording it with the 
intention of conveying the impression that 
it came from Reagan, and saying, ‘‘I'll be 
there Wednesday or Thursday.” 

Next morning she reported the receipt of 
the letter to Chief Kiely and had him wire 
the authorities at Chicago to find the girls 
and hold them. 

It is reported that Reagan h@s not been. 
at his home or place of employment since 
Monday and the supposition is that he, 
left for Chicago Monday night, reached 
the girls ahead of the Chicago police and 
persuaded them to change their place of 
residence. 

Southerland says he is not guty of the 
charges made against him in the warrant.

The Graphic Story of an Eyewitness 
of the Eruption of Four Years Ago, 
Which So Greatly Alarmed the Peo- 
ple of the Sandwich Islands. 


HAWAII’S FIRE PEAKS. 


All of the mountains of Hawaii are vol- 
canoes. 

Mauna Loa, now in eruption, is the larg- 
est volcano in the world. It is almost in 
the center of Hawaii. Mauna Loa means 
“The great mountain.’’ It rises by long 
and very gentle slopes to a height of about 
14.000 feet. The crater on Mauna Loa is 
three miles in diameter. 

Then there is Kilanea—a@ shorter and 
flatter volcanic mountain, 16 mi'es dis- 
tant. It has the greatest crater known, 
one nine miles across. In it is a little lake 
of molten lava all the time. At times 
the lava is over 100 feet deep, 1.1 at 
other times it is over 200 feet deep, ac- 
cording to the pressure on it in the bowels 
of the earth. Signs of roicanic activity 
are present all the time throughout the 
depth of the molten mass in the form of 
steam, rocks, jets of sulphurous smoke and 
blowing cones. The crater itself is con- 
stantly rent and shaken with earthquakes. 
Nearly al] the tourists in Honolulu go to 
gee the marvelous eruptions op Mauna Loa 
and Kilauea. Hotels have been built on 
the mountain sides for the accommoda- 
tion of sight-seers, and there are scores of 
guides about the craters. 


et 
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HILO, Hawaii, Oct. 8—Mauna Loa, the 

world’s greatest volcano, is again in erup- 
tion. The outbreak is heavy and promises 
to rival any previous eruptions in the 
gnountain’s history. The fire at night lights 
up the island for many, miles and ships 
may be seen far out at sea. 
-The main lava flow is going towards 
Kahuku cattle ranch. Two streams, very 
wide, may be seen from the Volcano House 
at Kilauea and all parts of the Kona plan- 
tation. The giow lights up the city. of) 
Hilo. It is believed that the lava will 
break out further down the mountain. No 
plantation# or settlements are now en- 
dangered by the flow. : 


Mauna Loa 
Is the Island. 


Mauna Loa, roughly speaking, constitutes 
more than a third of the island of Hawaii 
-—the southern third. Its base reaches the 
ocean on the east, west and south. Its 
slope is gradual. It is a great dome, whose 
summitt is 14,000 feet above the level. Its 
sides are scarred and ribbed with cones 
and lava flows, some of them so many cen- 
turies old that time and weather and vege- 
tation and # soft, clinging gray moss have 
disintegrated them into rich, deep soil; oth- 
ers so new that their barrenness and deso- 
lation stand out to view for miles, and 
they are still known by the names of years 
'in which they gushed out in fountains of 
fire. 

To the north is Mauna Kea, a_ similar 
mountain, its summit rising a l'ttle higher 
and fifteen miles farther east than the sum- 
mit of Mauna Loa. The bases of the two

The Eruption 
Of Four Years Ago. 


A large number of American tourists 
Witnessed the eruptions of 1899. which 
threatened to destroy the city. of Hilo. One 
Of these wrote the following description: 
“Words fail me to describe the awful 
@randeur of the magnificent spectacle pre- 
ented by the eruption. The first expedi- 
tion te see the flow of 1899 left Pahala 
about 4 a, m., Friday, July 7. At 7 Pp. m., 
after a very rough trip, we arrived with- 
ing a few miles of the scene of the erup- 
tion, but could go no further on account 
of darkness, and it was impossible to go 
eny farther with horses. Our aneroid reg- 
istered 12,100 feet, and we were practical- 
jy on the summit. In the morning, after 
an early breakfast, we started for the 
crater. We had to tramp about three miles 
over a rough flow, which was very hard 
on our shoes; it took about an hour and a 
half to cross it, but we were wel] paid for 
our trouble, as the walk brought us up to 
the upper blow hole, or crater, and the 
Bight that met our gaze is impossible to 
describe. 

“Thefe wis a lake of fire, about 100 feet 
in diamete) in the center-of which was a 
fiery fount in throwing uquid lava ana 
boulders aout 900 feet high, which fell to 
earth again\to form the Hilo flow. A large 
stream of fiery lava. was rushing from the 
base of the crater or cone, about 40 feet 
wide and going at the rate of about 80 mules 
an hour.

Willingness of Young Women to Mar- 
ry Old Pensioners Proven 


by Figures. 


WHAT STATISTICS SHOW. 


A Widow of Revolutionary Soldier 
Was Born Thirty-One Years 
After That War. 


Specia' to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The report that 
an effort will be made at‘the céming Con- 
gress to grant a service pension to all 
veterans ‘of the civii war who served & 
days has caused much comment here. 

It is difficult to estimate what proportion 
of the survivors are 62 years old or more, 
but it is quite probable that enough are of 
that age to bring the total number of uew 
pensioners, including the widows, up to 
about 300,000. | 
The amount that this would add to the 
arnual pension expenditures would depend 
upon the rate of pension to be allowed. If 
a service pension law should be enacted 
it is safe to say that the rate would not be 
less than $6 a month, or $72 a year. At this 
rate the addition of 300,000 names to the 
roll would add $21,600,000 to the annual ex- 
penditures. 

Advocates of a service pension for the 

civil war would hardly, however, be con- 
tented with such a beggarly pittance as $6 
a month, especially in view of the fact 
that the last. Congress increased the rate 
of pension for survivors of the Mexican 
War to $12 a month, or $144 a-year. It is 
certain that Congress would not give the 
survivors of the civil war a service pen- 
sion of $12 a month. 
it is probable that, if such a pension 
should be provided for, the rate wouid be 
$8 a month. This would involve increasi ng 
the pensions of 37,748 pensioners who are 
now drawing less than $8 a month, aad 
would bring the additional expenditures up 
to approximately sv.uuy.u00. 
An idea of how long the civil weak 
sion roli is certain to maintain formidable 
roporuuons, Whetner a service pension law 
8 chacted .Within the next tew years or 
not, cun be based on tne fact that there 
are on the pension roll, 66 years after tne 
close of the Mexican war, 0,’ survivors 
or tnat war and i9i0 widows, or a total of 
18,8i4 pensioners on account of the little 
army of (8,118 men that parcicipated in it. 
At the same ratio there wili sull be on 
the pension rolis m 1921, or 5 years after 
the date from whieh the pension ofiice 
reckons the close of the civil war, no jess 
than 400,00 pensioners on account of that 
war. 

Eome further idea of tHe longevity of 
‘ension rolls may be obtained trom the 
act that there are now on the ruolilis, 389 
years after the close of the war of lLlz, 
one survivor and !115 widows, and although 
it is 12v years since the close of tne wer 
of the Revvlution, there are still on the 
pension two widows of soidiers of 
that war. in other words, widows of swr- 
vivors of the civil war in considerable 
numbers will still be drawing pensions in 
the year 1986. 

Some of the future widows of civil war 
veterans are littie girls in pinafores. Many 
more of them are being rocked in. their 
cradles. Some of them have not yet been 
born. It is now 27 years after the official! 
ciose of the civil war. The youngest of 
the two surviving widows of veterans of 
the war of the revolution, Esther 8. Da- 
mon of Vermont, was not bornfunti] 1°14, 
or 31 years after the official close of tne 
war. Within the last few years widows 
of the revolutionary war have died who 
were born more than 37 years after the 
close of the war. 
The willingness of girls to marry old 
pensioners is proverbial. One of the wid- 
ows of the revolution, who died during the 
last year, was Nancy Jones, who was born 
in 1816, or 83 years after _the close ot 
the war, and who married Darling Jones, 
a survivor of that war, in 1832, when he 
was 6 years old ana she was lb. 

In the case of Mary Sneed, another rev-

year, the date of her marriage is not on 
record, but the disparity Detween her age 
and that of her husband was greater than 
that in the case of Nancy Jones. Bowdoin

There is no question as to whether the 
number of widows of soldiers in that war 
will increase. Judging from the figures 
for the Mexican war, the number of civil 
war widows will go on increasing for the 
next 14 years at least, as the maximum 
number of widows of soldiers in the Mex- 
ican war was not reached until 1899, or 
Sl years after the close of that war. This 
would make. the number of civil war 
widows reach the maximum in 1917.

OF PORTO Rico 


Although Belonging to United States 
the Island Is Practically 
Independent. 


IT 1S SEPARATE AND DISTINCT 


Interesting Condition Shown by an 
Opinion Rendered by Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—The isolated 
status of Porto Rico is strikingly set forth 
in a legal opinion just prepared by the 
assistant attorney-general of the postoffice 
department, Charles H. Robb, in which he 
rules that officers of the Porto Rican gov- 
ernment are not entitled to frank their 
mail. He says in part: 

By the act of April 12, 1900, ‘‘a body poli- 
tic under the name of the people of Porto 


Rico, with governmental powers,’’ as con- } 


ferred therein, “and with power to sue and 
be sued,”’ was established. The government 
thus founded is separate and distinct from 
the government of the United States as is 
the government of any territory. Porto 
Rico has as complete a form of local self- 
government as any organized territory, and 
in some respects as any state. 

The chief executive officer is the govern- 
or, who is appointed by the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. He is given enum- 
erated powers, and also “‘all the powers of 
the governors of the territories of the 
United States not locally inapplicable.” An 
executive council, consisting of a secretary, 
an attorney-general, a treasurer, an audit- 
or, a commissioner of the interior, and a 
commissioner of education, having such 
powers as the titles indicate, together with 
five other persons, are appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. Local legislative pow- 
ers are vested in a. legislative assembly 
consisting of two houses—(1) the executive 
counch and (2) a house of delegates, whose 
members are elected by the people of Porto 
Rico. The judicial power is vested in a 
supreme court, whose justices and marshal 
are appointed by the President, by and 


with the advice and consent of the senate; 
district covrts and other inferior courts, 
whose officers are appointed as the legisla- 
ture of Porto Rico may provide. hese 
courts are analogous to our state courts. 
Porto Rico is constituted a judicial dis- 
trict, whose judge, district attorney and 
mareghal are appointed by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, for a term of four years. This dis- 
trict court has, “in addition to the ordi- 
nary jurisdiction of district courts of the 
Unit States, jurisdiction of all cases 
cognizant in the circuit courts of the 
United States.’’ Porto Rico has a complete 
system of local taxation, and is independent 
of the national system of taxation. 


Separate and Distinct 
From Its Creator. 


The government of Porto Rico is created 
by and dependent upon the Congress of 
the United States, but it has an existence 
aw separate and distinct from its creator 
as New Mexico or Arizona has, or has 
any municipal corporation from the state 
legislature granting its charter. 

he attorney-genera! of the United States 
in discuss! the question whether the 
President had the right to set aside a por- 
tion of the island of lebra for naval pur- 
poses without the consent of the govern- 
ment of Porto Rico, said: 

“I am unable to escape from the con- 
clusion that where harbor margins are in- 
volved the government of the United States.

the government of Porto Rico, is now in the 
same position with reference to the island 
government * * * as it would be in a 
sealer ase affecting a staite of the United 

tates. * * It is not needful tn this case 
to withhold the analogy because the word 
‘state’ alone is used {n thig provision; for 
Congress appease clearly to have placed the 
territory Porto Rico on the same plane 
as a state, in this res at least. by its 
surrender of a large share of pubic prop- 
erty and functions to the local control. 

‘Tn render'ng an ovimion ‘as to the rights 
of the residents of Porto Rico in regard to 
the registration of trademarks in the United 
States,’ it was sald: 

‘Porto Rico has been fully orwanized 
under a law of Congress providing the 
details of its government, and organ'zed. 
for the most part, upon the plan adopted 
for the territories contiquous to the states 
of the union. * * * The law was there. 
fore broad originally and intended to anply 
to territories as well as states. To these

Vessel in Rising. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The submarine tor- 
pedo boat Shark, during a trial at Green- 
port. L. I., today, rammed the torpedo boat 
Dahigren, which, with her crew of seven 
men, barely escaped sinking. 

Junior Lieutenant C. A. Nelson took the 
Bhark out for a trial and steamed out into 
the middle of the bay, making several quick 
dives. When she reached’ the opposite 
shore she headed back for a long spin 
under water. The boat poked her nose 
wonder the surface and dived down 58 feet. 
It was planned to run three and one-haif 
miles at the rate of six and one-Tiatf miles 
an hour. 

Those on ashore, who figured when she 
would rise, were becoming alarmed when 
she- did not appear, but suddenly she rose 
Jess than 24 feet from the Dahlgren, which 
was lying at the dock. 

Lieut. Neison signaled to reverse her en- 
gines, but her headway wus too strong ana 
she crashed into the port side of the Dahl- 
gren living at the pier. 

Water rushed into 
ehe settled alarmingly. 

The sailors rushed for a collision mat, 
a large piece of water-tight canvas, which 
Was placed over the gap where the water 
Was rushing in The steam pump was set 
to work and, after half an hour's ‘hard 
work, got control of the water. 

An examination showed that a hole four 
feet long had been torn through the plates 
just aft of the engine room. The only 
mark on the Shark was the tearing of the 
paint from her ramlike bow. 

Lieut. Neilson said afterward that the 
strong ebb tide made the Ssark momenta- 
rily uncontrollable. He had (figured. to 
run to the surface a short distance from 
‘the Dahlgren and prove the Shark’s ability

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CONSTANT GUARD 


Considers It a Deep Humiliation to Be 

Surrounded by Detectives at Every 
Turn to Keep Off Demented Men 
Who May Prove to Be Assassins, 


ROOSEVELT SHOWN TO BE

He Rarely Takes a Walk in Washing- 
ton and Cannot Go to Church or a 
Funeral Without Having Secret 
Service Men at His Elbow.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8—Walter Welman, 

Washington correspondent of a Chicago 
paper, says that additional guards to pro- 
tect the President and talk of legislation 
to provide for proper punishment of per- 
sons who make attempts upon the Hfe of 
the chief executive are some of the im- 
mediate results of the appearance of Peter 
Elliott, the armed madman, at the White 
House yesterday. It is a national humilia- 
tion that such extraordinary precautions 
have to be taken to guard the Iife of the 
President, but experience has shown that 
they are absolutely necessary and they 
will have to be endured, un-American as 
they may seom. : 
President Roosevelt chafes under this 
necessity and it is a constant source of 
annoyance to him that he is not permitted 
to stir from his bedchamber without be- 
ing accompanied and guarded by a staff 
of secret service officers. The President 
realizes the danger which follows him 
everywhere and yet if he had only his own 
feelings to consult he would dispense with 
the guards. He appreciates, however, that 
his life is not his own, and that he has no 
right to incur any unnecessary risk. Be- 
sides, Mrs. Roosevelt is in a constant state 
of worry lest some lunatic or crank attack 
her husband, and the President owes it to 
her to exefcise all possible precaution. 
But for Mrs. Roosevelt's fears and her fre- 
quent appeals to her busband to be careful, 
everyone who knows the President's na- 
ture is aware of the fact that he would be 
very likely in some moment of disgust with 
the business of going about watched like 
the Czar of Russia to dismiss his guards 
and depend upon himself for protection. 

It is an interesting fact that in one cir- 
cumstance the President of the United 
States, commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy, could not issue an order and 
have it obeyed. If he were to attempt to 
dismiss his guards and send them away 
the men would simply touch their hata, 
bow, and go right on attending to their 
duty as though nothing had happened. 

Prosident Roosevelt is disgusted because 
he cannot take his country drives or walks 
or a stroll about the city without being at- 
tended by a guard. In deference to the 
wishes of Mrs. Roosevelt the President 
rarely takes a walk in WashIngton. If he 
could do as he likes he woukd often 
start out for a ramble as Presidents Har- 
rigon and McKinley used to de. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley was absolutely fearless. He did not 
believe there was a wrotch on earth low 
enough to hurt him. Mr. Roosevelt is just 
as fearless as Mr. McKinley was, but in 
the light of what has happened in the last 
two years he hus not so much conunhdence 
in human nature. Humilating as it is, the 
President cannot even go to church or to @ 
funeral without having guards along with 
him.
